Commodore Schley, with a party of 
officers, visited the city this mornmg, 
coming up the bay in a steam launch. 
The commodore called on General Mc- 
Kibben and strolled about the streets, 
makiug several purchases and appar­ 
ently greatly enjoying shore leave. He 
was held in great respect by the Span­ 
ish officers who heard his name. 
Lieutenant Miley of General Shafter’s 
staff, left here this morning with a 
troop of the Second cavalry, mounted, 
under Captain Breit, to make the 
rounds of the entire military district of 
Santiago de Cuba and for the purpose 
of receiving the formal surrender of 
the Spanish forces. He goes first to 
Ban Luis, where there are about 4,500 
of the enemy’s troops. 
Lieutenant Miley will then receive 
the surrender, in order, of 800 men at 
Cobre, 1,200 at Catalina, 2,500 at Guan- 
tauamo and 3,500 at Baraooa. 
A total 
of 10,000 Spaniards are expected to yield 
their arms to this one troop of American 
uavalry. 
To reach Baraooa, Lieutenant Miley 
Will be compelled to ride straight across 
the island to the northern coast,' led by 
p Cuban guide. He will ride under a 
white flag for protection, but General 
Total has sent members of his staff 
ahead to notify the post commanders of 
the terms of the surrender.

Contract to Take Soldiers Back to Spain 
Awarded to a Spanish Com­ 
pany. 


W a s h in g to n , July 20.—The contract 
for transporting home the Spanish pris­ 
oners of Santiago has been awarded to 
S. H. Caballos, New York agent for the 
Spanish Tra us-Atlantic company, 
The company agrees to carry the 
prisoners from Cuban ports to Spain at 
the rate of $20 for each enlisted man 
and $55 for each commissioned officer, 
subsistence to be furnished by the com­ 
pany on the army ration basis. 
It will 
cost the government about $435,000 to 
transport the prisoners 
The award provides also that the 
company shall have five ships at Santi­ 
ago in nine days from today, two in 17 
days from today and enough to com 
plate the transportation of the prisoners 
in 21 days from today.

The war minister replied to both by 
telling Captain General Blanco to leave 
every initiative to General Toral, for it 
us impossible to recommend, any other 
line of conduct. General Tora!, ac­ 
cordingly, acted as he thought advisa­ 
ble and would explain before a court­ 
martial the motives which induced him 
to capitulate.’’ 
L o n d o n , July 21.—The Englist Car- 
lists are most active and are in hourly 
expectation of momentous news. The 
leader of the organization here says: 
W eare quite ready for active opera 
tions. Moreover there is no doubt the 
authorities at Madrid are aware that a 
Carlist rising is imminent and that it 
will be successful. We are immensely 
strong in many parts of Spain and so 
soon as the truth of the cowardly sur­ 
render of Santiago de Cuba percolates, 
our forces will be greatly increased. 
The foreign enlistment act curtails our 
activity in England and ever since the 
Madrid government began to get into 
difficulties we have been shadowed day 
and night by spies and detectives. 
However we have money wnich is sorely 
needed in Spain.

The American troops are being re­ 
moved from their old encampments be­ 
hind tile trenches to cooler and better 
spots in the hills north of the town.

city shows signs of care taken by the 
Spaniards to prevent an epidemic dur­ 
ing the siege. 
General Shafter has placed a censor 
in charge of the cable office and only 
government dispatches are allowed to 
be sent today. It is said, however, that 
prom and commercial dispatches will 
be received, subject to the oensor’s blue 
pencil soon, probably tomorrow. 
Spanish merchants who hare been in­ 
terviewed on the subject say they ex­ 
pect business to revive at once and hope 
for large investments of American cap­ 
ital within the next year.

Contract to Take Soldiers Back to Spain 
A w arded to a Spanish Com­ 
pany. 


W a s h in g to n , July 20.—The contract 
for transporting home the Spanish pris­ 
oners of Santiago has been awarded to 
S. H. Caballos, New York agent for the 
Spanish Tnt us-Atlantic company,. 
The company agrees to carry the 
prisoners from Caban ports to Spain at 
the rate of $20 for each enlisted man 
and $55 for each commissioned officer, 
subsistence to be furnished by the com­ 
pany on the army ration basis.

TALK OF A COURTMARTIAL 


Declared Madrid Did Not Authorize Him 


to Surrender. 


RUMORED PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


But Secretary I lay Said He Heard a Good 
Deal o f P eace Talk, but Only In th e 
N ew spapers—E nglish C arllsts R eported 
to Be Most A ctive—French A m bassa­ 
dor R eturned to W ashington—M adrid 
Governm ent C laim s to H ave H ad En­ 
couraging New s From Philippines. 


M a d r id , 
July 21.—A semi official 
note has been published here, explain­ 
ing the circumstances from a Spanish 
standpoint of the surrender of Santiago 
de Cuba. It declares that the letter 
which General Toral ’He alleged to 
have written to General Shafter,” is 
apocryphal as the telegraphed version 
“contains a statement which it is im­ 
possible for General Toral to have made, 
because it is untrue that his govern­ 
ment authorized him to capitulate.* 
The note continues: 
“ W hat hap­ 
pened was that the war minister re­ 
ceived two telegrams from Captain 
General Blanco. 
The first described 
General Toral’s position, which was 
most pitiful because of the want of pro­ 
visions and ammunition. It also de­ 
tailed the enemy’s proposals. 
“In the second telegram Captain 
General Blanco gave the terms of the 
capitulation and requested instructions. 
The war minister replied to both by 
telling Captain General Blanco to leave 
every initiative to General Toral, for it 
is impossible to recommend- any other 
line of conduct. General Toral, ac­ 
cordingly, acted as he thought advisa­ 
ble and would explain before a court­ 
martial the motives which induced him 
to capitulate.” 
L o n d o n, July 21.—The Englist Car­ 
nets are most active and are in hourly 
expectation of momentous news. The 
leader of the organization here says: 
“ We are qnite ready for active opera­ 
tions. 
Moreover there is no doubt the 
authorities at Madrid are aware that a 
Carlist rising is imminent and that it 
will be successful. 
We are immensely 
strong in many parts of Spain and so 
soon as the truth of the cowardly sur­ 
render of Santiago de Cuba percolates, 
our forces will be greatly increased. 
The foreign enlistment act curtails our 
activity in England and ever sinoe the 
Madrid government began to get into 
difficulties we have been shadowed day 
and night by spies and detectives. 
However we have money wnich is sorely 
needed in Spain.” 
A dispatch from Washington received 
at the United States embassy here, but 
not from an American source, says the 
British ambassador, Sir Julian Pannce- 
forte, is active in peace negotiations. 
It is also admitted that several o f the 
powers are urging Spain to ask for 
peace, the main reason being that Com­ 
modore Watson’s appearance will lead 
to complications. 
N ew' Y o r k , July 21.— A London dis 
patch says: 
“Sir Henry Drummond- 
Wolff, british ambassador at Madrid, 
has been fully informed of the terms 
upon which the United States govern­ 
ment is ready to make peace.” 
W a s h in g t o n , July 21.—Secretary Day 
yesterday denied any knowledge of de­ 
velopments in the Spanish-American 
situation. 
“ I hear,” he said, “a good 
deal of peace talk, bat only in the news­ 
papers. T hat’s the only information I 
have on the subject.” The French am ­ 
bassador, M, Cambon, is back from a 
ten days’ visit to New London, Conn., 
where he was enjoying a summer out­ 
ing, while dispatchee from Madrid and 
Washington represented him as con­ 
ducting important peace negotiations 
with the authorities here. Stewart L.

GARCIA REPORTED DEAD. 


Counsel of th* Cuban J anta In Mew 
York Inclined to Belier* 
th* Report. 


N e w Y o r k , July 21.— A Kingston, 
Jamaica, cable to The Evening Post 
says: 
“ Cubans arriving from Siboney bring 
in reports of the death of General 
Garcia. They make a mystery of it, 
saying that it should not be known in 
Cuba yet or in the United States for 
reasons of state, and give no particu­ 
lars, except that he was shot.

Horatio S. Rubens, counsel to the 
junta, when given the information con­ 
tained in The Evening Post’s dispatch, 
said yesterday afternoon that the news 
of Garcia’s death had not been received 
at the junta, but that at best communi­ 
cation with the Cuban forces in the 
field was irregular. 
“ I am greatly surprised,” he said, 
“but I do not find it hard to credit the 
dispatch.” 
He said after Santiago fell it w u 
probable that Shafter detailed Garcia’s 
oommand to cut off reinforcements for 
Manzanillo. 
Said he: “ It is not unlikely that Gar­ 
cia and his men came into conflict with 
a body of Spaniah soldiery bound from 
Holguin for Manzanillo.”

A tlanta, July 21.—Ten thousand 
Confederate veterans and their friends 
completely filled the vast auditorium at 
Piedmont park yesterday and cheered 
to the echo speeches which eulogized 
the Confederacy, extolled “one nation” 
and cast glowing tributes upon the rec­ 
ords and achievements of the soldiers of 
the south in the war w ith Spain. Gen­ 
eral Gordon, 
surprisingly strong in 
voice, delivered a splendid speech which 
thrilled the hearts of his auditors and 
sent the famous rebel yell echoing into 
the rafters. 
The oration of the day WM delivered 
by General Charles E. Hooker of Mis­ 
sissippi, and addresses were made by 
Governor Atkinson, Hon. W. A. Hemp­ 
hill, Mayor Charles Collier and Repre­ 
sentative Felder. 
Fully 40,000 veterans and visitors are 
in the city.

The New York 
Journal, however, names the Eighth as 
the first regim ent of the brigade to em­ 
bark on the Yale. 
It was expected that General Miles 
would leave Santiago several days ago, 
but yesterday he telegraphed the depart­ 
ment th at he was still there. 
He com­ 
plained that the men were very tired 
and wanted to get away. They proba­ 
bly sailed last night. 
W hether the Liverpool boys will re­ 
ceive their baptism of fire at San Juan 
remains to be seen, but if the town does 
not surrender without resistance it is 
probable they will be in battle.

This state, whose ooming into 
the Union was a little previous, was 
the third state in the Union to provide 
a president for the Union and the first 
outside the original 18, and w ith one 
exception the only state south of the 
Ohio and the Jam es ever to furnish a 
president, and she has provided three, 
more than any other state except New 
York,

Cretaceous Sea Serpents. 
In the latter part of the mesozoic age 
$ * r*1 w as a great iii land ocean, spi bad­ 
ju^ >»ver a largcqpart of the present con­ 
tinent. 
The lands then above water 
were covered with a flora peculiar to 
the tim es aud were inhabited by some 
of the animals which later distinguish­ 
ed the cenozoic age. In the seao were 
reptiles, fishes aud turtles of gigantic 
proportions, armed for offense or de­ 
fense. There were also oysterlike bi­ 
valves, with enormous shells, three or 
four feet in diameter, the meat of which 
would have fed many people. 
In time this great ocean, swarming 
with vigorous life, disappeared. Moun­ 
tain ranges and plains gradually arose, 
casting forth the waters and leaving the 
monsters to die and bleach in tertiary 
suns. As tne waters remaining divided 
into smaller tracts they gradually lost 
their saline stability. The stronger mon­ 
sters gorged on the weaker tribes until 
they, too, stranded on rising sand bars 
or lost vitality and perished as the 
tors freshened. 
In imagination we can 
picture the strongest, bereft of their 
food supply at last and floundering in 
the shallow pools until all remaining 
mired or starved. It would be interest­ 
ing to know how much of the great 
cretaceous ocean forms a part if any of 
the vast oceans of today.—Popular 
Science. 


Surgery on Snakes. 
Snakes in captivity, it seems, some­ 
times find difficulty in getting rid of 
the skin which is shed every year, and 
an Australian diamond snake in the 
Bombay museum appeared likely to 
succumb.

A European sympathizer therefore 
pressed the native snake keeper into 
service to hold the snake, and himself 
w ith a pair of sharp pointed scissors 
performed the delicate and risky opera­ 
tion of clipping away the membrane 
which adhered to the eyes. 
J. M. Phipson, editor of The Journal 
of the Bombay Natural History society, 
performed a far more dangerous opera­ 
tion a couple of years ago. 
His patient 
was a large hamadryad, or king cobra, 
the most vicious and poisonous of all 
Indian snakes, and a most powerful 
creature to boot.

ther down, and when the reptile’s 
struggles were over a third man, armed 
w ith a surgeon’s scalpel, removed eight 
layers of membrane from each eye.—

It is known that the pressure 
on a well corked glass bottle at the 
depth of 300 feet is so great that the 
water will force its way through the 
pores of the glass.

the wood has lost its buoyancy and 
would never float again.

Empress Josephine; a life size piece of 
statuary of her adorns the principal 
plaza. 
The fort has had for years but 
one fam ily—the king of Dahomey and 
his six wives, whom the French captur­ 
ed after great trouble in the African 
w ilds and imprisoned.—Philadelphia 
Record.

Congress, then in ses­ 
sion in Philadelphia, had received no 
inform ation regarding the action in the 
territory until congressman and sena­ 
tors walked in uninvited and announced 
th at a state had been born, had elected 
its officers, made its laws and was ru n ­ 
ning on scheduled time. 
Congress was disconcerted and n o ti­ 
fied the applicants th at the sheriff’s 
census was irregular and they m ust 
w ait a t least for an invitation before 
they proceeded to sit at the federal ta ­ 
ble. Upon second thought congress de­ 
cided to be courteous, and on June I 
adm itted Tennessee,nearly three m onths 
af tex* she had become a state by her own 
action 
This state, whose coming into 
the Union was a little previous, was 
the third state in the Union to provide 
a president for the Union and the first 
outside the original 18, and w ith one 
exception the only state south of the 
Ohio and the Jam es ever to furnish a 
president, and she has provided three, 
more than any other state except New 
York, 
V irginia and Ohio. — Boston

Cuba, July 19, via 
King*ton Jamaica, July 21.—Hundreds 
rf Amerian and Spanish soldiers, who 
but a few days ago were shooting at 
each other, crowd the streets of San­ 
tiago today meeting and mixing on the 
mot4tfriendly terms. 
A general feeling 
of good fellowship is evinced every­ 
where, victors and vanquished appar­ 
ently being equally rejoiced that the 
strife and bloodshed are over, and that 
the horrors of the siege are ended. 
Quaint stores, with gaudy displays of 
wares are opening rapidly and the store­ 
keepers eagerly accept American money 
aud courteously receive American cus­ 
tomers. 
The narrow cobbled-paved 
streets 
grilling in the fierce 
sunshine 
are 
c ro w d ed from morning to night by 
chattering groups of uniformed Spanish 
soldiers and crowds of laughing, rollick­ 
ing men belonging to General Shatter s 
army. 
, 
. . 
. 
Great hargeloads of provisions and 
supplies have been going to the wharves 
all day from the Red Cross steamer 
State of Texas aud the U nited States 
army supply ships, aud there is evi­ 
dence that privation is rapidly disap­ 
pearing. T h e stores are open this morn­ 
ing by General McKibben’s orders, but 
the saloons remain closed for the pres­ 
ent in order to avoid the possibility of a 
clash between the soldiers in case of 
drunkenness. 
The electric light plant is in running 
order. 
Along the water front, under ev e ry 
awning, dozens of women and children 
may be seen munching American hard 
tack, and food is being distributed very 
rapidly about the plaza facing the pal­ 
ace 
in - numerous airy cafes where 
the officers of 
the opposing armies 
lounged throughout the day. 
The American soldiers and corre­ 
spondents are buying swords, medals 
and buttons which their late foes have 
been pawning in the pawnshops, and 
all talk cheerily whenever an inter­ 
preter can be obtained. 
About 4,000 Spanish troops still re­ 
main in the city, but the majority of 
them will be removed as soon as a camp­ 
ing ground beyond the rifle pits can be 
arranged. 
The American troops are being re­ 
moved from their old encampments be­ 
hind Hie trenches to cooler aud better 
spots in the hills north of the town. 
Our officers here appear to be ignor- J 
ant as to the disposition of the Fifth 
corps, but the general impression is that 
hut few of the troops now here will be 
taken to Porto Rico. 
The harbor is crowded with trans­ 
ports, but, a* announced at General 
alcKibbeu’s headquarters, no orders for 
embarking the troops have been re­ 
ceived and it is uot believed any of 
them will be immediately taken away. 
The officers say there is no reasun for 
this, aa the health of the city is remark­ 
ably good. They assert that there is 
not a case of yellow fever in bantiago 
aud that there are but few cases of 
smallpox. 
The streets look fairly clean aud the 
city shows signs of care taken by the 
Spaniards to prevent an epidemic dur­ 
ing the siege. 
General Shafter has placed a censor 
In charge uf the cable office and only 
government dispatches are allowed to 
be sent today. It la said, however, that 
pram and commercial dispatches will 
be received, subject to the censor’s blue 
peuoil soon, probably tomorrow. 
Spanish merchants who hare been in­ 
terviewed on the subjeot say they ex­ 
pect business to revive at onoe aud hope 
tor large investments of American cap­ 
ital within the next year. 
There seems to be no race hatred, the 
birt em ess being all directed against the 
Madrid government, which is charged 
with gross mismanagement of Cuba and 
bungling during the conduct of the 
present war.

Sampson’s fleet are also lying in Guan­ 
tanamo bay, 
The New York and the Brooklyn 
have * spent the day almost under the 
shadow of Morro castle, lying as close 
in shore as possible. 
Commodore Schley, with a party of 
officers, visited the city this morning, 
coming up the bay in a steam launch. 
The commodore called on General Mc- 
Kibben and strolled about the streets, 
making several purchases and appar­ 
ently greatly enjoying shore leave. 
He 
was held in great respect by the Span­ 
ish officers who heard his name. 
Lieutenant Milev of General Shafter’s 
stuff, left here this morning with a 
troop of the Second cavalry, mounted, 
under 
Captain Breit, to make the 
rounds of the entire military district of 
Santiago de Cuba and for the purpose 
of receiving the formal surrender of 
the Spanish forces. He goes first to 
San Luis, where there are about 4,500 
of the enemy’s troops. 
Lieutenant Miley will then receive 
the surrender, in order, of 800 men at 
Cobre, 1,200 at Catalina, 2,500 at Guan­ 
tanamo and J,500 at Baracoa. 
A total 
of 10,000 Spaniards are expected to yield 
their arms to this one troop of American 
cavalry. 
To reach Baracoa, Lieutenant Miloy 
WiU be compelled to ride straight across 
the island to the northern coast, led by 
t Cuban guide. 
He will ride under a 
white flag for protection, but General 
'feral has sent members of his staff 
ahead to notify the post commanders of 
the terms of the surrender.

Contract to Take Soldiers Back to Spain 
A w arded to a Spanish Com ­ 
pany. 


W a s h in g to n , July 20.—The contract 
for transporting home the Spanish pris­ 
oners of Santiago has been awarded to 
S. HL. Ce hallos, New York agent for the 
Spanish Tnt us-Atlantic company, 
The company agrees to carry the 
prisoners from Cuban ports to Spain at 
the rate of $20 for each enlisted man 
and $55 for each commissioned officer, 
subsistence to be furnished by the com­ 
pany on the army ration basis. 
It will 
cost the government about $485,000 to 
transport the prisoners. 
The award provides also that the 
company shall have five ships at Santi­ 
ago in uine days from today, two in 17 
days from today and enough to com­ 
plete the transportation of the prisoners 
in 21 days from today. 
W ashington, July 21.—The war de­ 
partment was agreeably surprised yes­ 
terday at the number of bid3 received 
in answer to its proposals for transport­ 
ing the Spaniards now at Santiago to 
< 'adiz. 
The terms offered by some of 
the companies were also regarded as 
very reasonable, and as it is desirable 
to terminate the present condition of 
affairs at Santiago at the earliest possi­ 
ble moment, it is expected the award 
will be made immediately. 
The bid from the Spanish steamship 
company was a surprise to the depart­ 
ment officials and at least one of them 
thought that it might be good policy for 
the government to avail of this offer.

The first described 
General Toral’s position, which was 
most pitiful because of the want of pro­ 
visions aud ammunition. 
It also de­ 
tailed the enemy ’s proposals. 
“In the second telegram CaptaAn 
General Blanco gave the terms of the 
capitulation and requested instructions. 
The war minister replied to both by 
telling Captain t General Blanco to leave 
everv initiative to General Toral, for it 
is im possible to recommend any other 
line of conduct. General Torai, ac­ 
cordingly, acted as he thought advisa­ 
ble and would explain before a court­ 
martial the motives which induced him 
to capitulate.” 
L o n d o n , July 21.—The Englist Car­ 
nets are most active and are in hourly 
expectation of momentous news. The 
leader of the organization here says: 
“We are quite ready for active opera­ 
tions. 
Moreover there is no doubt the 
authorities at Madrid are aware that a 
Carlist rising is imminent and that it 
will be successful. 
We are immensely 
strong m many parts of Spain and so 
soon as the truth of the cowardly sur­ 
render of Santiago de Cuba percolates, 
our forces will be greatly increased. 
The foreign enlistment act curtails our 
activity in England aud ever since the 
Madrid government began to get into 
difficulties we have been shadowed day 
und night by spies and detectives. 
However we have money wnich is sorely

A dispatch from Washington received 
at the United States embassy here, but 
uot from an American source, says the 
British ambassador, Sir Julian Pauuce- 
forte, is active in peace negotiations. 
It is also admitted that several of the 
powers are urging Spain to ask for 
peace, the main reason being that Com­ 
modore Watson’s appearance will lead 
to complications. 
N e w Y o r k , July 21 .— A Loudon dis­ 
patch says: 
“Sir Heury Drummoud- 
vVolff, british ambassador at Madrid, 
has been fully informed of the terms 
upon which the United States govern­ 
ment is ready to make peace.” 
W a s h in g to n , July 21.—Secretary Day 
yesterday denied any knowledge of de­ 
velopments in the Spanish-American 
situation. 
‘‘I hear,” he said, “a good 
deal of peace talk, but only in the news­ 
papers. That’s the only information I 
have on the subject.” The French am­ 
bassador, M. Cam bon, is back from a 
ten da vs’ visit to New London, Conn., 
where* he was enjoying a summer out­ 
ing, while dispatches from Madrid and 
Washington represented him as con­ 
ducting important peace negotiations 
with the authorities here.

The explanation 
given yesterday was that there w as dif­ 
ficulty experienced at Santiago in secur­ 
ing the naval convoy for the expedi­ 
tion. It is known, however, in addi­ 
tion that the president himself ha* re­ 
strained General Miles to the extent of 
adjuring him in earnest terms not to 
commit the folly of starting for Porto 
Rico without the most complete prepa­ 
ration. 
The government has profited 
by the lessons taught by the Santiago 
expedition. 
Aside from the actual loss 
of life that might be expected to result 
from a badly calculated start, it is real­ 
ized that our relations with some of the ’ 
European powers would be in a small 
measure at least unaired by the ad­ 
verse moral effect created by anything 
approaching a defeat for the American 
arms at this stage of the war. 
lliere- 
fore it is certain that so far as the de­ 
partment can prevent General Miles 
soldiers will not run short of fo<*l, nor 
of tents to protect them from the tropi­ 
cal rains, nor of the means of transpor­ 
tation, that were so deficient at the be­ 
ginning of the Santiago movement. 
General Miles telegraphed the war 
department yesterday afternoon an­ 
nouncing the arrival there from Tampa 
of the transports Lampasas .and Neuces 
Tuesday night with about t>00 men on 
Ixmrd. These are supposed to include 
the District of Columbia engineers aud 
an artillery battery. 
General Miles 
stated that he had ten transports with 
him and it is presumed they were laden 
with troops. 
He complained that the 
men were very tired waiting for their 
naval tsonvoy aud said some of the 
horses had died from the effects oi 
being taken aboard ship and kept there. 
Inquiry made at th* navy department 
to ascertain where the delay had arisen 
in securing convoys, was met with the 
statement that the order* to Admiral 
Sampson in this matter were very gen­ 
eral. 
He was simply directed by the 
department to furnish a convoy aud it 
was assumed that he would confer with 
General Mile* as to the number aud 
character of vessel* required for that 
purpose. 
C h a r le s t o n , July 21.—With baud* 
playing and 80,000 people cheering the 
first expedition to follow General Mile* 
to Porio Rico got away from the docks 
here al>out 7 o’clock last evening. The 
expedition is under command of Major 
General J. H. Wilson and will, when 
complete, consist of tile Seoond and 
Third Wisconsin, the Sixteenth Penn­ 
sylvania regiments aud two companies 
of the Sixth Illinois. The first two reg­ 
iments are on the transports Grand 
Duchess aud No. 80 respectively, aud 
they got to sea. 
No. 21, carrying the 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania and the Illinois 
men, held back to sail this morning.

General

desires to deprive them of honor, glory 
or position, but just now they must re­ 
member that a stronger force is above 
them and they must bow to its will. 
When the war is over they will doubt­ 
less reoeive all the reward their bravery 
and sacrifice deserve.

In expressing the opinion that Presi­ 
dent McKinley will be a candidate for 
another term Senator Hanna donbtless 
knows the ground ou which the stands, 
hot it cannot he considered as a news 
item of any considerable importance.

Mrs. H. R. Hill this morning received 
a letter from her son, Captain W. M. 
Hill, of Company E. 
It will be eagerly 
read not only by the many personal 
friends of the captain, bat by every­ 
body in the city who is interested in the 
brave boys of his command. It follows: 


O f f B arq uari, C u b a , Sunday, July 
IO—We are still here and will probably 
not leave the ship before tomorrow, as 
they cannot get more than the First 
battalion ashore today as they are en­ 
tirely dependent on the small boats be­ 
longing to the St. Paul for landing 
troops. This harbor like Santiago is full 
of warships and transports. 
The In­ 
diana is within IOO yards of us now hav­ 
ing came for her mail and papers. 
A 
few moments ago the Bancroft spoke 
us. Yon know Dick Hatton is aboard 
her. I would like to see him, but that 
will be impossible. He might as well be 
in Europe, so far as the chance of that is 
concerned, as he does not know I am 
here. 
(Captain Hill did not know when 
the letter was written of Lieutenant Hat­ 
ton’s transfer to the Panther.) 
Major Vollrath was the first of the 
Eighth to go ashore, and his whole 
battalion win probably he with him by 
dark. 
We have been amusing ourselves 
watching the warships, sharks and fly­ 
ing fish. 
There are lots of sharks about 
and every now and then a big fellow 
win show himself near enough to the 
surface and the boat to he easily seen. 
The flying fish are also very interesting. 
They travel in schools and can easily fly 
from 20 to 25 yards. 
I have not seen 
any very large ones, 12 to 14 inches 
being the largest. 
There are two hospital ships in sight 
flying the Red Cross from the mast 
head, 
showing they have wounded 
aboard from the recent engagements 
hereabouts. I have been taking pictures 
right and left, and expect to have an 
interesting lot that will show our ex­ 
periences better than words can picture. 
I am sorry I did not bring more rolls of 
film with me. 
(Then follows a drawing 
of the harbor.) 
The above will give yoa an idea of the 
way the ships are packed around this 
port. 
General Garretson and the rest 
of our brigade have not yet arrived, they 
are expected any moment. 
I only hope 
they have had as nioe a trip as we 
have 
had. 
I 
wish 
yon 
could 
see this town. 
It is a regular Spanish 
village of one-story houses, and not 
more than 60 of them. 
Each mountain 
has a little blockhouse on it. hut they 
are not occupied by the Spanish forces 
now, they having been driven to Santi­ 
ago some time ago. 
The mountains are 
awfully high, and I don’t understand 
how we can fight in any snch oountry 
as this. 
The man who discovered this 
God forsaken island should he ashamed 
of himself, for you 
certainly oould 
raise 
nothing 
on 
any 
of 
it 
I have seen yet. It may be fertile farther 
hack from the coast, hut what I eau see 
is worse than Walker’s cliffs 20 fold. 
There is a storm coming up which will 
no doubt delay the landing of our 
troops, but as I have to remain on hoard 
all uight I don’t care. 
Storms come up 
here in IO minutes, aud in as many more 
are gone. 
But you know this is the 
rainy season so I guess we may as well 
get used to it now as later. 
The water here is so deep we eau t 
anchor but just drift about. 
They have 
a railroad here, for I can see au engine 
and two or three little cars moving into 
the station ashore. I guess it is haul­ 
ing supplies to the boys who are taking 
care of Santiago. 
We have a large 
cargo of stuff for them,aud.I know it will 
he appreciated if they are as badly off 
as we hear, but I suppose it is a case of 
rumor unfounded, as from the number 
of transports in the harbor they can t 
possibly he as had as it is reported to 
us. 
We can hear and see firing toward 
Morro castle at Santiago. 
One can see 
the cloud of smoke rise from the ships 
firing and can dimly hear the 
re­ 
ports. 
Whether they are firing at 
Morro or not I cannot tell, hut will prob­ 
ably hear by morning. 
• General Henry with his staff left 
for the front soon 
as they landed, 
hut 
I 
hear 
they 
have 
de­ 
clared a truce for the present. The 
Spaniards offered to surrender Santiago 
if the were permitted to walk out with 


their arms, hut, of course, this was re­ 
fused ae nothing but unconditional sur­ 
render will be considered. 
It would be 
foolish to allow them to go out with 
arms only to meet us at Havana and re­ 
inforce them there. 
It will he hard 
enough to take Havana without allow­ 
ing some 20,000 troops from 
Santi­ 
ago to get there and reinforce them. 
The first battalion ie all that goes to 
shore today, and I think the last boat 
has left. 
I am glad we did not go, as it 
has been raining 
almost incessantly 
since, and they will have a damp night. 
It rains here every afternoon, they say, 
and it makes the nights cool and com­ 
fortable. 
We, of Company E, have not been 
able to find our baggage since coming 
aboard, hence all I have is my shelter 
tent, with my hammock. 
9 :80 p. rn.—We have just received 
orders to go to the front immediately on 
landing. The first battalion has already 
done so. 
The Spanish have made an at­ 
tempt to get oat of Santiago. 
The bat­ 
tle commenced at 4 this afternoon and 
will be renewed at daybreak. 
I am 
about able to realize my fondest hope. 
We will be successful and able to clinch 
the matter in a short time. 
Starvation 
is staring them in the face, and they 
mnsfc either fight or give up. 
You will next hear from me from the 
field.

Among all the pirates who have fig­ 
ured in history, legend or song there is 
one whose name stands pre-eminent in 
America as the typical hero of the 
dreaded black hag. 
The name of this 
man will instantly come to the mind of 
almost every reader, for when we speak 
of pirates we usually think of Onptain 
Kidd. 
In fact, however, Captain Kidd was 
not a ty p ie r pirate, for in many ways 
he was different from the ordinary ma­ 
rine freebooter, especially when we con­ 
sider him in relation to our own coun­ 
try. 
All other pirates who made them­ 
selves notorious on our coast were 
known as robbers, pillagers and ru th ­ 
less destroyers of life and property, but 
Captain Kidd’s fame was of another 
kind. 
We do not think of him as a 
pirate who came to carry away the 
property of American citizens, for near­ 
ly all the stories about him relate to his 
arrival at different points on our shores 
for the sole purpose of hiding the rich 
treasures which he had collected in oth­ 
er parts of the world. 
This could not fail to make Captain 
Kidd a most interesting personage, and 
the result has been that he has been 
lifted into the region of legendary ro­ 
mance. There are two Captain Kidds— 
the Kidd of song and story, and the 
other the Kidd of fa c t—Frank R. 
Stockton in St. Nicholas.

T en n essee A** a ranee. 
In March, 1796, the sheriffs of the 
territory which is now Tennessee took 
a census of their own, aud as there were 
60,000 citizens of proper age the terri­ 
tory declared itself a state, proceeded to 
choose a governor, a congressman and 
a legislature, which selected two United 
States senators. Congress, then in ses­ 
sion in Philadelphia, had received no 
information regarding the action in the 
territory until congressman and sena­ 
tors walked in uninvited and announced 
that a state bad been born, had elected 
its officers, made its laws and was run­ 
ning on scheduled time. 
Congress was disconcerted and noti­ 
fied the applicants that the sheriff’s 
census was irregular and they must 
wait at least for an invitation before 
they proceeded to sit at the federal ta­ 
ble. Upon second thought congress de- j 
cided to be courteous, and on June I ' 
admitted Tennessee,nearly three months 
after she bad become a state by her own 
action 
This state, whose ooming into 
the Union was a little previous, was 
the third state in the Union to provide 
a president for the Union and the first 
outside the original IS, and w ith one 
exception the only state sooth of the 
Ohio and the James ever to fam ish a 
president, and she has provided three, 
more than any other state except New 
York, 
Virginia and Ohio. — Boston 
Transcript. 


S u rgery on Snake*. 
Snakes in captivity, it seems, some­ 
times find difficulty in getting rid of 
the skin which is shed every year, and 
an Australian diamond snake in tho 
Bombay museum appeared likely to 
succumb. 
It was quite blind and re 
fused all food. 
A European sympathizer therefore 
pressed the native snake keeper into 
service to hold the snake, and himself 
with a pair of sharp pointed scissors 
performed the delicate and risky opera­ 
tion of clipping away the membrane 
which adhered to the eyes.

was a large hamadryad, or king cobra, 
the most vicious and poisonous of all 
Indian snakes, and a most powerful 
creature to boot.

the king cobra round the neck, and a 
native literally held on for his life fur­ 
ther down, and when the reptile’s 
struggles were over a third man, armed 
with a surgeon’s scalpel, removed eight 
layers of membrane from each eye.—
